Not only does the Securities law 
give the Indiana Securities Commis­ 
sio n the power above* stated but it 
provides fu rther that all the securi­ 
ties which arc authorized to 1»* is­ 
sued for intangible a-'Si ts m u-t 
oe 
pf tb? $ta t 
until such time as all individuals who 
have paid for their securities in cash 
have received ¡it least one six per­ 
cent dividend out of the net earnings 
of the company*, 
In other words, under our present 
system, the prom oter must 
make 
money for the pu rchaser of securi­ 
ties before he can hope to make m o­ 
ney for himself. 
In the old days the prom oter is­ 
su ed to himself an unlimited amount 
of securities fo r promotion services 
or for other intangible 
assets 
and 
generally >obl these securities to the 
mi'Uspoeting public. 
Very frequently, under this system 
the purchaser awoke to the fact that 
he had purchased securities belong­ 
ing to the promoter, that tin* prom o­ 
ter had received all the money, and 
that he held stock in a corporation 
which had not a -ingle dollar in the 
treasury.

honest
